DOYLESTOWN,  Pa.,  September  1. 

BUCKS  COUNTY'S  Republican  conven¬ 
tion  to-day  was  conducted  with  the 
sole  idea  on  the  part  of  the  local 
bosses  of  delivering  the  county’s  State 
Senator  and  three  Assemblymen,  If  pos¬ 
sible,  to  the  Quay  machine. 

Quay,  up  to  this  time,  has  not  owned 
Bucks  county.  Its  members  of  the  last 
Legislature  were  all  anti-machine  Re¬ 
publicans.  The  Gang  at  Harrisburg  de¬ 


mands  recruits,  however,  and  to-day’s 
convention  work  was  the  result  of  the 
county  machine  leaders’  promise  to  nomi¬ 
nate  men  who  shall  be  “regular"  and 
support  Penrose  for  re-election  to  the 
United  States  Senate.  To  carry  this  pro¬ 
gramme  through  a  degree  of  bossism 
heretofore  unknown  had  to  be  introduced, 
risking  defeat  for  the  whole  ticket  in 
November. 

Free  Dinners  for  Shouters. 

The  slate  was  put  through  without  a 
hitch,  by  the  nominating  system  peculiar 
to  Bucks  county,  at  a  mass  convention  in 
the  Courthouse  Park.  Ex-Banking  Com¬ 
missioner  B.  Frank  Gilkeson  and  ex-Con- 
gressman  Robert  M.  Yardlcy  were  active¬ 
ly  in  charge  of  the  transfer  to  Quay,  as¬ 
sisted  by  Factory  Inspector  Evan  R.  Pen¬ 
rose  and  “Pete”  Minster. 

Under  the  party  rules  every  Republican 
present  had  a  voice  in  making  the  nomina¬ 
tions.  The  machine  brought  in  hundreds 
of  shouters  to  pack  the  convention  on  the 
“Grundy  special,"  from  Bristol,  and  other 
free  trains.  Tickets  good  for  free  dinners 
at  the  hotels  were  distributed  lavishly  to 
those  who  voted  for  the  slate. 

Candidates  not  favored  by  the  machine 
were  ordered  to  get  out  of  the  fight,  and 
most  of  them  did  so,  knowing  the  useless¬ 
ness  of  resistance.

vania  he  pocketed  as  much  of  it  as  lay  In 
his  reach,  preferring  a  county  to  a  toy 
and  a  ci i y  to  any  amount  of  money,  candy 
or  other  necessities  of  life. 

fin  Christmas  Eve,  In  his  sixth  year,  he 
ado p'ssod  a  note  to  Santa  Claus,  request¬ 
ing  him  to  omit  the  usual  gifts  of  base¬ 
balls,  bats,  tin  soldiers  and  trumpets,  and 
to  put  as  much  of  Harrisburg  into  his 
stocking  as  it  would  hold;  and  once,  years 
before  this,  when  suspected  and  charged 
of  crying  for  the  moon,  he  observed 
testily : 

"Moon?  What  in  thunder  would  I  do 
with  the  moon?  I'm  crying  for  Philadel¬ 
phia.  and  I  want  il  right  now. " 

Ills  attendant's  prophecy  that  he 
wouldn't  be  happy  until  he  got  it— refer¬ 
ring,  of  course,  to  the  Commonwealth  It¬ 
self— was  amply  fulfilled.  As  to  whether 
he  lias  been  happy  since  he  got  it  opinions 
differ.  Was  graduated  at  Jefferson  Col¬ 
lege.

being  that  Quay  knew  what  the  expendi¬ 
tures  were  for.  and  that  they  were  there¬ 
fore  alt  right.  Was  elected  .Prothonotary 
of  Beaver  county  In  1856  and  1859,  where 
he  learned  how  to  use  diplomatic  speech 
most  effectively.  "Speaking  through  Bea- 
ver”  became  an  accepted  phrase  for  diplo¬ 
matic  political  utterances,  later  corrupted 
to  "speaking  through  his  hat."  Served 
throughout  the  civil  war  as  member  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Reserves  and  Volunteers, 
when  It  was  first  observed  that  his  efforts 
in  acquiring  control  of  the  State  had  been 
successful.  "As  Quay  goes  so  goes  ihe 
State”  became  an  accepted  phrase  in  Ihe 
political  vernacular. 

Mr.  Quay  was  for  the  Union  and  the 
State  stood  hack  of  him  almost  to  a  man. 
At  close  of  war  made  an  interesting  col¬ 
lection  of  minor  offices  in  service  of  the 
State,  which  It  is  said  he  still  has.  Elected 
United  States  Senator  in  1887  by  the  unani¬ 
mous  vote  of  himself  and  those  subject  to 
his  command  at  Harrisburg.  Has  re¬ 
mained  in  Senate  ever  since,  enlivening 
that  body  by  his  masterful  silence  upon 
all  great  questions  until  the  present.  Has 
had  his  trials,  but  has  invariably  been  ac¬ 
quitted,  and  is  not  likely  to  retire  from 
public  gaze  before  1905.

the  child  devoted  himself  io  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  course  of  study  in  statesmanship, 
committing  to  memory  the  public 
speeches  of  such  leaders  of  thought  as 
John  C.  Fremont,  Susan  B.  Anthony. 
Julius  Caesar  and  Peter  Macchiavelli,  of 
Rome,  with  such  effect  that  at  the  age  of 
fen  he  was  elected  president  of  the  York 
County  Debuting  and  Fishing  Club,  the 
avowed  objects  of  which  were  to  avert 
the  civil  war  then  Imminent  and  to  hunt 
the  game  fish  of  the  Maine  rivers. 

History  does  not  record  how  successful 
this  organization  wa?  in  its  latter  ca¬ 
pacity,  but  the  war  broke  out  in  spite  of 
the  eloquence  of  the  Spartan  band  of 
orators  of  Lebanon. 

Was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
his  native  State,  and  in  all  matters  of  a 
rhetorical  nature,  was  an  acknowledged 
leader  of  his  set.  Tn  the  matter  of  the  usus 
loquendi  as  well  as  in  the  respect  of  the 
copia  verborum  he  was  looked  upon  as 
facile  prlnceps  to  such  an  extent  that  he 
was  dubbed  the  sine  qua  non  of  debate. 

At  the  age  of  eleven  be  took  up  the 
purely  academic  study  of  the  trusts,  there 
being  at  that  time  nothing  of  that  nature 
In  practical  operation  in  the  United  States 
outside  of  the  Commonwealth  Trust,  as 
represented  by  the  nation  itself.  True  to 


the  principles  of  his  environment,  he  al¬ 
ways  contended  that  the  State  Trust 
should  be  maintained  in  all  its  integrity, 
but  was  too  young  to  embark  actively  in 
promoting  the  success  of  his  contentions, 
even  ns  a  drummer  boy. 

Studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  prac¬ 
tice  In  1N76,  just  100  years  after  the  Decla¬ 
ration  of  Independence,  which,  it  Is  be¬ 
lieved  by  those  who  know  him  best,  he 
would  have  signed  had  he  been  horn  early 
enough  to  do  so.  Owing  to  the  monopoly 
of  all  Federal  opportunity  by  James  G. 
Blaine  and  Thomas  Brackett  Reed,  his 
entrance  and  early  endeavors  ip  politics 
were  confined  to  State  matters  wholly. 

He  lacked  the  acidity  of  the  former  in 
debate,  and  the  icy  wit  of  the  latter  In 
personal  intercourse;  was  member  of 
Maine  Legislature  in  138.1  and  Speaker 
thereof  in  1887.  Always  spelled  the  name 
of  his  State  in  full.  M-A-I-N-E.  instead  of 
M-E..  as  did  both  Messrs.  Blaine  and 
Heed,  in  more  personal  fashion. 

On  retirement  of  Mr.  Reed  from  polities 
to  literature,  he  began  to  take  on  propor¬ 
tions  of  national  size,  and  was  elected  to 
fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Congressman 
Dlngley  In  1899.  Re-elected  to  Fifty- 
seventh  Congress,  which  he  still  graces. 
His  oratory  is  one  of  the  marked  features 
of  life  at  the  national  capital,  and  has  so 
aroused  the  jealousy  of  other  less  prac¬

SPEAKER  House  of  Representatives, 
Quitter  in  Chief  of  the  G.  O.  P.  Fol¬ 
lowed.  but  did  not  succeed,  Thomas 
Brackett  Reed  as  Hammer  Wielder  to 
Congress.

Finding  the  Scotch  climate  not  suited 
for  the  realization  of  his  political  ambi- 
tions,  he  moved  in  lS4(i  to  Illinois,  with  the 
idea  of  growing  up  with  the  country,  but 
Illinois  grew  so  rapidly  that  he  found  it 
impossible  to  keep  up.  and  in  1819  settled 
in  Iowa,  as  likely  to  be  more  conservative 
in  ils  expansiveness. 

Educated  in  public  schools,  and  at  the 
age  of  ten  was  able  to  spell  such  words 
as  "tariff.''  “reciprocity”  and' ‘arbitration” 
without  hesitation.  Entered  Union  army 
as  private  in  1881  and  placed  his  country 
under  lasting  obligation  by  losing  a  leg  in 
its  service  at  the  battle  of  Corinth,  and 
was  honorably  discharged.  Since  that 
time  has  occupied  many  offices  of  impor¬ 
tance.  most  of  which  he  has  resigned  from 
time  to  time,  thereby  earning  the  reputa¬ 
tion  of  being  the  most  resigned  politician 
of  his  age.  Elected  to  Congress  in  1882  and 
has  served  there  ver  since,  becoming 
Speaker  in  lc99. 

In  1902 .declined  to  stand  for  re-election, 
much  to  the  embarrassment  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party,  which  had  hoped  to  make  his 
campaign  interesting  by  asking  questions 
about  tariff  reform,  reciprocity  with  Cuba 
and  other  details  of  Republican  policy, 
which  others  might  answer  more  readily 
than  he.  His  future  days  will  be  de¬ 
voted  to  literature  and  among  his  proba¬ 
ble  works  the.  most  notable  will  be  “The 
Scotch  in  American  Politics."  “Gavelin.s 
Through  Congress,”  “My  Way  vs. 
ioway,”  “The  Complete  Speaker”  and  a 
volume  of  poems  on  “Resignation;  or 
Sixty  Ways  of  Getting  Out;  Done  Into 
Verse  by  D.  B.  H.”  It  is  a  curious  coinci¬ 
dence  that  bis  initials  are  the  same  as 
those  of  David  Bennett  Hill,  the  eminent 
authority  on  anthracite,  but  here  the 
parallel  ceases.
